REMARKS 

Claims 19 through 35 are presented in this continuation application, with Claims 19 
through 29 corresponding to the claims in the parent application. New Claims 30 through 35 are 
presented based upon certain comments in the Official Action mailed December 17, 2002, in the 
parent application. 

With respect to Claims 30-35, the Official Action referred to above indicated, at page 5, 
that the claims were incomplete for failure to include thicknesses of the materials. While 
Applicant disagrees, for expediency Applicant has provided additional claims which do, in fact, 
include the thickness of one or more layers. It is submitted that these claims are allowable. 

With respect to Claims 19-29, Applicant submits that the rejection based upon 
obviousness should be withdrawn based on the first full paragraph on page 5 of the Official 
Action referred to above. The Official Action states: "Also, given the complexity of the stack 
and the number of variables that ultimately affect the properties claimed, there is little 
predictability . . .". Applicant submits that "little predictability" is the antithesis of obviousness 
and thus, measured at the time of the invention, the invention would not have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. 

Further, Applicant submits that the necessary predictability does exist based upon 
Applicant's disclosure such that as to Claims 19 through 29, the absence of numerical details of 
layer thickness in one or more of those claims does not render the claims vague, incomplete, or 
lacking necessary specificity. Applicant's disclosure can not be used against Applicant with 
respect to obviousness at the time of the invention, but may be used in favor of Applicant to 
demonstrate the sufficiency of Applicant's teaching.
